The Incredible Machine 
What's Tt All About? 

If you’re the kind of person who gets 
off on gadgets and gizmos and insanely 
complicated contraptions, you’re going to 
go wild over The Incredible Machine. 

There are 208 puzzles here awaiting your cre¬ 
ative genius. Basically, the game works like 
this: you gel a puzzle, a goal, and a bunch of spare 
parts. Your challenge is to figure out how the 
spare parts fit in to solve the puzzle. Or. you can 
become the Machine Maker and build your own 
puzzles. See how weird and tough and crazy you 
can make them. Then test them out on your pals. 

But be careful...too much Machine Mania can have 
some pretty spooky side effects. 
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Move through the three options using the Directional Pad - 
the 3DO Controller™. Hit the A Button to choose the high¬ 
lighted icon. You can return to this menu from anywhere : 
the game by choosing the exit doors on any menu.

Ropes and belts can be moved around on the 
screen with the Pointing Finger cursor.

Hit the A Button to 
attach one end. Then stretch the rope or belt 
and hitch the other end to a second part. See 
page 22 for more details on ropes and belts.

You can flip all sorts of parts to change the direction 
they're facing—including fans, inclines, guns, Ernie the 
Alligator, Mel Schlemming, Pokey the Cat, Mort the 
Mouse, and many others. From the B Button Menu of 
the selected part, choose the curving red arrows. Most 
parts will Hip immediately. Some parts, such as the 
incline or the curved pipe, will offer you a second set of 
icons. Choose the arrows indicating the direction in 
which you want the part to flip.

All walls, conveyors, and inclines can be stretched or 
shrunk, but only so far. Walls can be stretched left ana 
right, or up and down. Inclines change angles when 
they're stretched or shrunk. How do you do this?

Locking Down Parts 

The lock icon appears only in Make A 
Machine, not in any of the puzzles. 

Use it to lock a part in place before saving a machine for 
others to play. Or use it to unlock a part you previously 
locked down. When you attempt to move a locked part, a 
closed padlock icon will appear. If you choose the 
closed padlock icon and hit the A Button, the part will 
unlock.

Just use the Speed 
Toggling method described below to highlight the 
part you want from the Parts Bin. then hit the A 
Button. The part will jump from the Parts Bin to 
wherever the Hand Cursor is located on the Play field 





Speed Togg[ing — Any time there is no active part 
(no highlighted part) and the Hand Cursor is on the 
PlayfiekL you can toggle through the Parts Bin using 
the left and right shift buttons on the 3DO Controller. 


Those Sneaky Scrolling Puzzles — If a 

puzzle looks like it’s not all there, it's probably a 
scrolling puzzle. Move the cursor off the right or 
bottom edge of the screen to reveal the hidden part of 
the puzzle. 


How Does This Darn Part Work? — If a 

part (or combination of parts) seems a little confus¬ 
ing, check out the Tutorial Puzzle named after that 
part.

Selecting the Puzzle Play icon brings up the 
Puzzle Selection screen. From this screen, 
you can select a puzzle from the list of 208 
- puzzles. Scroll through the list using the 
directional arrows on the 3DO Controller. Select the 
highlighted title by hitting the A Button. You can play 
any puzzle you like in any order you choose. 




There are 20 scrolling puzzles scattered in 
with the Puzzle Play options. These puzzles 
are about four screens large, and will scroll 
automatically to follow the action. You can 
also scroll manually using the Directional Pad, 
Just move the cursor off the edge of the screen 
in any direction. To scroll left and right, you 
have to keep the cursor above the Parts Bin. 
























































































































Customizing 

Menu 




In Puzzle Play, this menu allows you to 
change the music and decide whether or not 
you want spoken puzzle goals in addition to 
the written instructions. In Make A Machine, 
you can change any of the atmospheric conditions in the 
puzzle you're working on. In Puzzle Play, you can only 
view the atmospheric conditions in the puzzle. 




Choose the Exit Door once you've made the adjust¬ 
ments you want for your puzzle. These changes will be 
saved only for the puzzle you arc presently working on, 
except the Crossed-out Conversation Bubble in Make A 
Machine. See below for more info. 



Choose the Scale if you want to change the gravity in 
the machine you're building in Make A Machine, Use 
the Directional Pad to move the red arrow on the left up 
or down. You can only view this in Puzzle Play. 



The Blue Note icon will take you to a Juke Box screen 
where you can choose the music you want to accompa¬ 
ny the puzzle you're trying to solve—or the machine 
you're presently building. The small number appearing 
over the blue note indicates the Juke Box selection for 
the active puzzle. For more info on the Juke Box 
screen, sec page 15. 



Select the Balloon to change the air pressure in the 
machine you’re building. Use the Directional Pad to 
move the red arrow on the right up or down. You can 
only view this in Puzzle Play. 



When the Conversation Bubble is shown, you will get 
Help text and receive both written and verbal goals for 
the puzzles you're solving or building. 



When the Crossed-out Conversation Bubble is shown, 
you gel voice-only puzzle goals and no Help text. In 
Make A Machine, the goal text will always come up.

The Incredible Machine Juke 
Box is loaded with 21 outra¬ 
geous tunes -ranging from rock 
hi roll to Cajun Zydeco. From 
the Customizimi Menu, choose

the Blue Note icon. That will 
bring up the Juke Box screen. 
Then you can choose from the 
following options: 












Toggle down through the list of musical choices using 
the up/down arrows on the Directional Pad. To make 
a selection, hit the A Button. Allow about 5 seconds 
for the new music to load and begin playing. 



Toggle up through the list of musical choices. Hit the 
A Button to make a selection as when using the other 
arrow. 




This is your Auto-Tuner Option icon. When the red 
circle and slash are present, the active puzzle is 
locked in on the selection number at the top of the 
Juke Box. Highlight the icon and hit the A Button to 
switch over to Auto-Tuner. This will allow the Juke 
Box to automatically go to the next musical selection 
at the end of each tune—an especially welcome 
option if you're stuck on a puzzle for a long time.

In Make A Machine, you’re set free to 

design your own puzzles and machines. A full 
Parts Bin of 60 gadgets is at your disposal. Use 
your imagination. Anything goes. Once 

you’ve made something you want to show your pals 
and keep forever, you can give your puzzle a name and 
goal description, and save it in a special game file for 
future use. See page 19 for a full explanation. 

A puzzle is simply a machine with a few parts taken 
away. The person playing the puzzle has to figure out 
what goes where in order to make the machine work. 
Here's how it's done: 


To Make A Machine 


1. Choose the Wrench from the Opening Menu. 

2 . The Make A Machine Menu appears. Hit the A 
Button to choose the lit-up green arrow. 

3 m A blank Play field appears with a full Parts Bin at 
the bottom of the screen. Use the left and right 
shifts on the controller to toggle through the Parts 
Bin. You have GO parts at your disposal. 

4. Use the A Button to select the part highlighted in 
white. Once the part Is on the screen, move it 
into position using the Directional Pad. You can 
flip, lock, stretch, or put back the active part 
using the B Button Menu. 






Ibis menu shows up anytime you want to enter Make 
A Machine, or anytime you exit from a machine you’re 
building in Make A Machine. 


Takes you to a blank screen in Make A 
Machine, so you can start building a puzzle.

Takes you back to the Opening Menu. 


Choose this icon if you want to save a 
machine you've been working on, or load a 
machine you previously built and saved. A 
new panel will appear so you can make 
your choices. See pages 19-20 for com¬ 
plete instructions on loading and saving 
puzzles. 

This Box of Goodies takes you to the Parts 
Bin Editor, where you can control the con¬ 
tents of the Parts Bin for any machine 
you’re building. See page for more info

This icon takes you to a separate menu 
w here you can make adjustments to your 
machine's gravity, air pressure, and music. 
See page 14 for a full description of the 
Customizing Menu. 
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Once you’ve built an incredibly cool machine that you’d 
like to try out on your pals, you’ll probably want to edit 
the contents of the Parts Bin and turn it into a full-blown 
puzzle. Here’s how you do it: 

1. From the C Button Menu, choose the exit door to go 
back to the Make A Machine Menu. 

2. Choose the Box of Goodies icon to go 
to the Parts Bin Editor. 

3p From inside the Parts Pin Editor, hit the B Button to 
clear the Parts Bin in your new puzzle. Note: This 
cannot be undone, 

4 * Press the C Button to exit the Editor, 

You’ll be returned to your puzzle and the Parts Bin at 
the bottom of the screen will be empty, 

6* Now lock down all the parts you don’t want removed 
from your puzzle. Go to the B Button Menu and 
choose the Padlock icon for each part you want 
locked. The part must be highlighted in white to do 

this. 


7 . You’ll also want to take a few parts out of your 

machine to turn it into a puzzle. The player will need 
to figure out where those parts go in order to solve 
the puzzle. Go to the B Button Menu and choose the 
Trash Can icon for each part you want dropped into 
the Parts Bin, 


Make A Machine Note: 

Solutions for Make A Machine puzzles are not recog¬ 
nized by the game. The player is on the honor system 
when solving a puzzle. 



Save a Machine

You can save any machine or puzzle you’re building at 
any time. If you gel started on something and don’t hir. e 
time to finish it—no problem. Just save the machine a> it 
is, and load it on again later to complete the job. You 
need to write a title, a goal, and a file name to save your 
work—each has its own screen. But it’s easy to do: 

1* From the Customizing Menu, choose the File 
Cabinet icon. 

2 . A Save/Load Menu will appear. Choose the File 
Drawer icon with the red arrow—this is the Save 
icon. 

3 - A screen with a virtual keyboard and a title box 
will appear. Use the Directional Pad To toggle through 
the keyboard. Select the highlighted letter or com- 
maud by hitting the A Button. You may first want to 
select the RUB key to delete the word “title” from the 
box. You can write capital letters by holding down 
the left or right shift button while hitting the A Button 
for the highlighted letter. Once you’ve finished writ¬ 
ing your title, choose END from the keyboard.

6 - And finally, use the same approach to give your puz¬ 
zle a file name in the third screen. Choose END when 
you’re finished. Then hit the green arrow to return to 
your puzzle...which has now been saved. You can 
load it in from the Load screen whenever you want.

Make A Machine keeps a special file of the machines and 
puzzles you've created and saved. To load any of your 
previously created contraptions, just do the following: 

1. From the Make A Machine Menu choose 
the File Cabinet icon. 


2. From the Load/Save Menu, choose the 
File Drawer icon with the green arrow—this is 
the Load icon. 


3 - You'll be taken to the Load screen, which lists the file 
names of all the puzzles you previously saved. Use 
the [Directional Pad to move up and down the list, 
then hit the A Button to choose the tile name in 
white. Or choose the Exit Door if you change your 
mind about loading. The machine you selected will 
appear on the screen.

FILE ERROR MESSAGE! 

If you’re trying to load a puzzle you’ve just created and 
the “File Error” message comes up* you have too many 
files saved and you need to delete a file. To do this hit the 
A Button when the green Play arroiv is highlighted. The 
Load screen will come up* Use the Directional Arrows to 
go through the list to a puzzle you want to delete* The 
puzzle titles will turn from green to white as you go down 
the list. Hit the A Button when the green Play arrow r is 
highlighted to delete the highlighted puzzle. Hit the A 
Button with the Exit Door selected to return to the puzzle 
you w r ant to save. Your puzzle is now saved. All puzzle 
titles have a .tim extension. 


The Tutorial puzzles are the best place to begin 
your adventures inside The Incredible Machine. 
There are 30 introductory-level puzzles stashed away 
inhere, Th ey' 11 s h o w you ho w v ar i ous puz z le p art s work, 
give you a chance to rig up simpler machines for yourself, 
and help you get used to the game's interface in a less 
mind-boggling environment. The TutoriaLv are also a 
good resource if you get hung up oil a part in Puzzle Play 
(where most of the puzzles are a lot tougher). Each 
Tutorial puzzle is named after the part (or parts) being 
demonstrated in the puzzle's action.

Belts 

Belts may be used to connect any two “rotating parts ” For example, 
a mouse motor can be connected to a conveyor. Choose the Belt 
icon from the Parts Bin. Put the pointing finger cursor over the 
mouse motor and hit the A Button. If you are in the right place to 
attach the belt to the motor, the pointing finger will shift to a hori¬ 
zontal position. Hit A again to attach the belt. Then use the 
Directional Pad to stretch the belt over to the conveyor. When the 
pointing finger shifts horizontally, press the A Button again, and the 
belt will be attached. Other “rotating parts" include gears, wind¬ 
mills, generators, electric engines, monkey motors, conveyor belts 
and jack-in-the-boxcs. Belts can only be stretched a short distance. 

SI Ropes 

Ropes are connected the same way as belts, but have unlimited 
length and may be stretched to any location on the screen. 

Ropes may be attached to any of the following parts: buckets, guns, 
teeter-totters, balloons, light bulbs, cages, and eyehooks. 



Pulleys 

Pulleys can be used between any two parts which can be connected 
with ropes. The two parts must be on the screen before a rope can 
he run through the pulley. You can use pulleys for hoisting and low¬ 
ering objects such as buckets, cages, and teeter-totters. You can run 
a rope through as many pulleys as you wish, but first you must 
attach one end of the rope to an object (such as a cage ), then hit the 
A Button on each pulley you plan to use. Finally, you must tie the 
second end of the rope to another object (a bucket, for instance). 
Now the cage is tied to the bucket over a series of pulleys. If you 
drop a ball into the bucket, it will become heavier and pull the cage 
into the air.

Power Supplies 


Some parts, such as the vacuum, require power. PI ace a power sup¬ 
ply, such as a switch, on the Playfield. Place the vacuum next to the 
switch. If the vacuum has been plugged in* a plug wall appear over 
one of the outlets attached to the sw itch. If a part has not been prop¬ 
er!v plugged in, the outlets will he empty and the part will not work 
v hen the machine is run. The switch always starts in the OFF posi¬ 
tion regardless of which way it is flipped. You must hit. the switch 
ith another object to flip it to the ON position. 


NOTE; A power part will plug in 
only if you move it to a socket 
You cannot move a plug to a 
power part: it will not connect. 










Baseball — Responds to gravity. Doesn’t bounce a whole lot. 


Basketball — Rolls, falls, and bounces prodigiously. 


B OWLIXG Ball — Ex tre melv be avy. Does n 5 1 bounce. 

Eight Ball — Will not roll until if s hit by another object, at which time 
it will move in a perfectly straight line until it bumps into something eUe 
or exits the screen. It’s immune to the forces of gravity. 

Cannon Ball — Extraordinarily heavy. Doesn't bounce. 

Superball — Wildly unpredictable. Gains velocity with every bounce.

Balloon — Tic a rope to this balloon and use it to pull on the teeter-: 
ter, shoot the gun. trigger the boxing glove, or push the bellows. It will 
pop if it makes contact with scissors, candles, rocket flames, nails, or 
moving gears. It’s greatly affected by gravity and air pressure! 

Nail — Most useful for popping balloons. May also be arranged into 
steps for Mel Schlemming. 

Tei: x KR-TOTTER — Drop something heavy on it, or bump it from under¬ 
neath to make it change inclines. Use a rope to tie either end of the 
teeter-totter to a balloon or heavy object. It also makes an excellent cata¬ 
pult: drop something heavy on the high end of the board and use it to 
hurl somethin* into the air off the lower end. 

Bellows — Blows air when you drop an object on the handle or bump 
up oil the handle from underneath. Especially useful for moving balloon^ 
and blowing out candles. 

Boxing Glove — Hit the button on the back end of the glove to trigger.. 
spring-loaded punch. Useful for moving all soils of objects, starting the 
mouse motor, and breaking the fish bowl. 

Trampoline — Anything dropped on this trampoline bounces higher and 
higher with each contact. 

Rope — May be tied to teeter-totters, balloons, buckets, guns, cages, eye 
hooks, and monkey motors. May also be run through pulleys (as many as 
necessary) for raising and lowering objects. See the Ropes section on 
page 21 for more information. 
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Eye Hook — Tie a piece of rope to this eye hook and use it to hang 
things in the air, or to keep balloons from drifting away. 



Pulley — Run a rope through it to hoist and lower things. See the 
Ropes section on page 22 for more information. 



Gun — Tie one end of a rope to the trigger, and tie the other end 
to an object that will pull the rope. Pulleys are often helpful for 
this task. Will break the fish bowl, blow up dynamite, and knock 
objects out of the way. 



Scissors — Drop something on the handles and use them to cut rope. 
Balloons will pop against the scissor tips. 



Eight Switch and Socket — A convenient source of electrical power. 
Plug something into the socket, then flip on the switch by hitting it with 
another object Use it to power the electric engine, vacuum cleaner, or 
the electric fan. The switch and socket must be placed on the screen 
before you set down the object you wish to power. A tiny black plug 
will appear in the socket when this is done correctly. L See the Power 
Supplies section on page 22 for more information. 



Generator — Use this to produce electrical energy from 
rotating parts (such as the mouse motor, the monkey motor, 
moving gears, and conveyor belts). Use a belt to connect it to 
the rotational part of your choice, then plug any electrical pari 
into the generator’s socket. 



Solar Panel — Collects light rays from the light bulb, flash¬ 
light, or candle, and changes them into electrical energy. Plug 
any electrical part into the solar panel's socket. 



Fan — Plug it into an electrical outlet. Creates air currents that can be 
used to turn the windmill, blow out a candle, or push objects away. 



Vacuum — Sucks up all sorts of things when plugged into an electrical 
outlet. 



Electric Engine — Must be connected to an electrical outlet. Add a 
belt and use it to power rotational parts (like the windmill, conveyor 
belt, gears, or any object that uses a belt). 



BRICK Wall -- Stretch it left, right, up, or down. Dynamite will 
blast holes through it. 






Pipe and Curved Pipe — May be stretched and flipped 
to create walls and floors of varying length. Curved pipe 
is useful for rounded corners. Dynamite has no effect on 
these pails. 


Wood Wall — May be stretched in four directions like the other walls. 
Can be destroyed with dynamite. 
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Dirt Wall — May be stretched in four directions like the other 
walls.

Belt — Attach it to motors, conveyors, gears, or windmills. Limited 
stretching distance. Only one belt may be used on each rotating part. See 
the Belts section on page 22 for more information. 



Gears — As many as necessary may be placed side to side or top to b > 
tom. Make them rotate by connecting them to a rotating power supply 
(like the electric engine) with a belt. Each time a gear is placed against 
another, the direction of rotation is reversed. 



Conveyor —- Connect this to a rotating power supply (like the monk;/ 
motor) and use it to cany objects or drop things. It can be stretched. 



Jack-in-the-Box — Will pop open when connected to a rotating power 
supply with a belt. Place things on top of the box and make them fly in: 
the air when the lid pops open. As with a real Jack-in-the-box, it takes _ 
few turns of the handle before Jack pops out.

Windmill — Use the bellows or electric fan to make it turn. Add a be/, 
and use it to power another rotating part.

Flashlight — Drop something on the button to flick it on. Use it to 
power up a solar panel. Shine it into a magnifying lens to light the fuse : 
a rocket, cannon, or candle. 




Light Bulb — Tie a rope to the string, then attach a heavy object—a 
bucket, for instance. When the bucket falls, the light will switch on, IT, _ 
light bulb to power up a solar panel Or shine it through a magnifying Ier.- 
and light a fuse. 



Cannon — Use a candle, a rocket, or shine any light through a mag¬ 
nifying lens to light the cannon's fuse. Does noi affect walls or 
inclines. 



Dynamite — Light the fuse with a candle, rocket, or magnifying glass 
and light source. It blows holes in brick and wood walls, but not incline 
ramps or dirt walls. 



Rocket — Plies straight into the air when its fuse is lit by means of a can¬ 
dle, another rocket, or a magnifying glass and light source. It will light ar/ 
petrt with a fuse or wick. 

CANDLE — Light the wick with a rocket, another candle, or a magnifying 
glass and light source. A convenient tool for heating the teapot, or for 
lighting any object with a fuse. 






















Teapot — Place a candle under it and use the steam to push objects, 



Dynamite Plunger — Drop something on top of the 
plunger to cause an explosion, it will blast through wood and 
brick walls, but not inclines or pipes. 




Bu CKET — Drop it on top of things. Knock it off walls. Put balls (or 
any part affected by gravity) inside it. Tie a rope to the handle and use 
pulleys to connect it to something you want to lift (a cage, for instance, 
or a teeter-totter), then drop something heavy into the bucket to force the 
reaction. 

Cage — Use it to catch Pokey the Cat, Mort the Mouse, or Mel 
Schlemming. Hang the cage from a rope, then cut the rope with a pair of 
scissors when the desired captive walks beneath it. 



Pokey the Cat — Aspires mainly to eat Mort the Mouse or Bob the 
Fish, He will chase Mort whenever he sees him.

Mel’s House — Tract housing straight out of one of those suburban sit¬ 
coms of the Seventies, This is MeTs haven of safety.
